!• I agree that it would be useful to return to the practice of 
using cryptonyms and pseudonyms in cables and telepouches to protect 
sensitive information from inadvertent exposure in the event the paper 
copies of the messages are compromised in some fashion. Some increase 
in communications workload is predictable but the security advantage 
is clearly worth that small additional cost.
